As per our recent phone conversation, please find enclosed a completed annual report form for
the calendar year 1994. We are planning to resume some limited mining during 1995. It is our
intention to construct benches during this and future mining operations in an effort to reduce the
height of the existing highwall and work toward a final slope of at least 1:1 (45').

I discussed the slope requirements with Mr. Rod Thompson of the Tooele County Road Dept.
He indicated that there was a letter of understanding to the effect that the state Dept of Natural
Resources was the lead agency regarding bonding and reclamation requirements as state
requirements were more stringent. Regarding final slope requirements, Mr. Thompson
indicated that the requirement in the existing county use permit for a rubble slope not exceeding
45 degrees was based on safety concerns. He indicated that a benched slope with l2Yz'benches
could be acceptable if the safety concerns could be addressed with an adequate fence or by other
means.
